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Economic Highlights 

■According to some of the experts, the upturn in the 
stock market was the result of a heavy, sudden influx of 
foreign money into American securities. Foreign capital, 
so the story goes, took the view that values were at ex- 
tremely low levels, and that the market was a real bar- 
gain counter. The foreign financial invasion gave a 
surge of confidence to American investors, who began 
buying. .Then the investment trusts, which had generally 
been out of the market for some time, waiting for what 
seemed the low point, stepped, in and the major rise 
resulted. The gains have been generally held, vrith only 
minor reactions, on the basis of the latest quotations at 
the time this column is written. 

Irrespective of the cause of the stock rise, there are 
some welcome signs on the business horizon to indicate 
that it is justified by the position of commerce and in- 
dustry. The barometers have not gone far ahead of 
their spring lows as yet. But the tangible and intangi- 
ble factors affecting the late summer and fall outlook 
are definitely improving.. .There are sound grounds for

The upward trend, in the view of most authorities, is due 
to start in August, after the traditional July shut-down in 
various industries, notably the automobile, and to con- 
tinue at a slowly accelerating pace. 

Biggest late industrial news was the price cut in 
steel, initiated by U. S. SteeL This has resulted in some 
new orders, and much heavier orders are anticipated. It 
is known that some industries have been holding off buy- 
ing steel because they believed that a price slash was 
an imminent possibility. Now that the price slash has 
occurred these industries are sur^'eying their low inven- 
tories and again coming into the market. The cut, on 
finished steel, according to Iron Age, amounts to about 
SJ^ per cent 

Car loadings remain at poor levels — but there is 
even an element of encouragement here, in that ever since 
the third week in April, says Business Week, the rate of 
loss as compared with the year before has steadily de- 



clined. Best improvement in car-loadings has been in 
the field of merchandise shipments. 

Electric power output is also tending upward again, 
in spite of the fact that household load declines in sum- 
mer, which indicates a renewal of business activity in 
some quarters. Output is nirmlng substantially under 
last year, but is coming gradually closer to that level 

The inventory situation remains favorable, especially 
in consumers* goods lines. Most experts think that in- 
ventories have just about touched their lowest possible 
point, and that buying will steadily improve. The out- 
\ look for buying in the new industrial field, oii the other 
hand, is far less favorable. 

Also of great significance is what seems to be a 
material improvement in the state of mind of some busi- 
ness leaders who are gaining the opinion that the, cycle 
is due to start upward again— for how long, no one knows. 
And a considerable amount of capital is coming out of 
hiding. 

Summing up, best guess is that activity will slowly 
improve, but that there will be no sharp upturns in the 
production indices. No one believes we are on the, verge 
of a boom as we were in 1936. Many believe that prog- 
ress will be consistently made — but that it will be hard, 
slow going, and that there is no immediate prospect for 
regaining 1937 levels. Many feel that security values 
have come up about as far as they will for some time, 
and that they will hold to about the current leveL

U.Sr WILL UNSEAL 

CAVE LONG CLOSED 



Sequoia Wonder to Be Opened 
to the Public 



Sequoia National Park, Calif.— De- 
velopment of Crystal cave, one of 
the world's largest and most beau- 
tiful caverns, will begin this sum- 
mer under supervision of national 
park service ofHcials. 

The natural wonder in Sequoia 
National park has been kept closed 
since its discovery 20 years ago be- 
cause funds were not available to 
provide adequate approaching roads 
and trails inside the caves. Funds 
were included in the recent Interior 
department supply bill, however, 
and the public soon will be able to 
see the beautiful formations and 
caverns. 

The caves include two long tun- 
nels and eight circular rooms rang- 
ing from -10 to more than 100 feet in 
width and from 20 to 60 feet in 
height. The tunnels are from 10 to 
20 feet wide, and extend for 2.500 
and 1,500 feet, respectively. They 
have a broken ascent of about 100 
feet from end to end and a zigzag 
course. 

Authorities who have visited the 
cave and are most familiar with 
other subterranean caves of the 
world have declared Cr>'stal cave 
surpasses all others in beauty and 
variety of decoration. 

All parts of the cave are covered 
with stalactites and stalagmites of 
varied size, form and color. 

Warned by the destruction of care- 
less tourists, the national park serv- 
ice has kept Crystal cave closed, 
pending appropriation of funds for 
its development. 

CIough*s cave, a nearby cavern 
with delicately colored stalactites 
and stalagmites, virtually was 
ruined by visitors, who broke the 
formations, darkened the interior 
with fires and marked up the walls. 

Crystal cave was discovered April 
28. ibia, by A. L. Medley and C. M. 
Webster, employees of Sequoia Na- 
tional park at that time. The cave 
was named ofllcially by United 
Slates Commis.sJoner Walter Fr>\ 
then the park superintendent, April 
30, 1018.

AfFHcted VVilh Cancer 

Ottnv.-a.— Hope of the medical 
werjci that one race in the world 
was immune from cancer has been 
duL-licd by a report from Lake Har- 
bor, on Baffm island. 

Hitherto, scientists believed the 
E^:k:mo race v.-ns free from that dis- 
cnre. but reports reaching the de- 
pririment of mines and resources 
srjv that a native is afTlicted with 
it.' 

So far OS is known by Dr. L, D. 
■ Livingstone, medical officer of the 
eastern Arctic patrol, this is the first 
case on record involving an Eski- 
mo. Evcrj- year doctors on the 
government's Arctic expedition ex- 
nmine hundreds of natives. In 1037, 
they in-spocled 700 and found no 
trace of cancer in any. 

Many scientists have gone into 
the Arctic seeking a clue to cancer 
immunity in the Eskimo diet, which 
consists almost entirely of meat and 
fish. Despite the one case now dis- 
covered, medical men in.sist the dis- 
ease is extremely rare, among na- 
tives of the Arctic.

Closer examination showed ' 
the Latin inscription inside "Faciei 
Anno 1713, Antonius Straduarius» 
Cremonsis." 

The violin was compared with on 
authentic "Slrad" owned by E. B.

Timely Arrival of Neighbors 
Prevents Tragedy. 

Des Moines.-Less than 24 hours 
after three young women of Des 
Moines received a cat as a mouser, 
the animal brought death close to 
the girls by turning on a gas burner 
as they slept. _

and Evelyn Hove, sisters, and Miss 
Helena Adair.

^^A few days ago the girls heard a 
mouse in their room. Learning ol 
this. Miss Adair's mother oflered 
the cat as a solution. The three 
girls promptly installed the cat m 
the apartment and named her iip- 

^^It was about 1 a. m. when the 
girls retired. Tippy was lying curled 
up in a corner, apparently content. 
A little before 6 a. m. Bougher 
went to the house furnace in the 
basement. When he returned to his 
quarters a few minutes later he told 
Mrs. Bougher there was a strong 
odor of gas in the basement. 

"I can smell it up here. Mrs. 
Bougher replied. "Say-I wonder if 
it can be coming from the girls 
apartment? You know it's right be- 
low this room." 

The couple hurried to the base- 
ment, knocked on the apartment 
door, but received no answer. 

"I thought right then that they 
were dead," Mrs. Bougher said. 

"The gas was so strong it almost 
knocked me down," she said. I 
yelled several times and then one 
of the girls answered. Mr. Bougher 
ran into the room and opened the 

"windows. , , . 

"We found that one of the burn- 
ers on the stove was about half-way 
open. That's^ where the gas was 
coming from." 

The three girls were aroused and 
taken to the Bougher apartment.

This large fan llter- 
nlly forces the attic to breathe, 
pulling In fresh olr and exhausting 
old during the day. thereby prevent- 
ing stagnation. At night, when the 
thermometer has fallen, the circula- 



tor pulls cool air through open win- 
dows downstairs, sucks It up stair- 
wells, and exlmustB it from the attic. 
In an nlr conditioning proving 
home establishod by General Elec- 
tric nt Schenectady, teats were 
made with and without an nlr circu- 
lator in operation, under Identical 
temperature conditions. For ex- 
ample, at 4 P.M.. with an outside 
temperniure of 100. the attic at- 
tained n reading of 120 without the 
circulator operating— but read only 
105 when iho device was working. 
At S P M. with an outdoor tempera- 
tin o of SO, the circulator provided a 
nrst floor temperature of 81, Ave de- 
crees below that obtained without 
it At 11 P.M- when the outside 
thermometer registered 74, the 
SGCond-flour bedroom temperature 
was being maintained nt 78 by the 
clrcuiator— nine degrees below that 
achieved while the device had been 
inoperative. Thus has the humble 
attic been transformed Into a hot 
weather asset through an applica- 
tion of artificial respiration.

WHEN you are planning your 
house, no matter how inexpen* 
sive It may be. keep in mind how 
you will furnish it. The position of 
the windows in a bedroom often 
delerrahies the location of the bed. 
This Is only a detail in house plan- 
nine but It looms Important when 
the structure Is completed. Sizes 
of the various pieces of furniture 
sliould be remembered at all times. 
Largo pieces of furniture should 
never be placed against a window. 
Another matter that should be con- 
sidered Is the stock sizes of rugs 
and carpets. It Is oggravatlne to 
And that a room Is a few Inches too 
short to take a suitable stock-size 
floor covering.

Light In Closet— It always Is de- 
slrable to have light and plenty of 
It In a closet. The door Bhould b© 
arranged to open In such a manner 
as to permit daylight to shine 
directly Into the closet.
